erected in the grounds of the villa Cor- 
iini. upou an immiJUije granite base on 
the fonr sides of \vhioh at* shown four 
illegorical groups.

ing Calata Ftmi. The third and fourth

exhibit groups symbolical of 


America aud Europe. 
Premier Crispi delivered an oration, 


in which he eulogized Garibaldi, with- 
oat saying a word that might give of- 
fense to either France or tho Vatican. 
Signer Cnspi dilated upon the inherent 
»ntagonism of statesmanship and relig- 
ion, arguing that those claiming the 
restoration of the temporal power are 
actuated by far more human motires 
tliau that of guarding the prestige of 
the church. The struggles incidental 
to political government, he said, would 
thfle all sentiments of veneration for 
Christ's vicar. Italy has given an ex- 
ample for other countries in renounc- 
ing ecclesiastical attributes and accord- 
ing the greatest respect to the liberty of 
tha church 
In the guaranty of spirit 


nal autonomy the pope pc&sesfed an 
unassailable fortress •yrhich might well 
be euned uy all the powers of the world 
and even by Protestants. The pope is 
now subject only to God. As a tem- 
poral prince hw authority would bo 
aimmished, for he would then only be 
the equal of other princes, who would 
league thenib -Ivea agonist him.

One of the best ways of feeding new 


corn, at least for a time, is to commence 
feeding cornstalks and all. There is a 
loss in one re«>p«et in that the corn not 
being fully matured contains more 
•water, yet what is lost m this way a 
more than made np in the amount ot 
>enefit the hogs will secure in the stalks 
and leaves after the corn is reasonably 
well rontwed There is bnt httle ntitri 
inent in the stalks or foliage. 


Generally the better plan is to com- 


mence in good season, giving-a small 
quantity at first and gradually m^reas 
ing tmtil they we given a^l they will 
eat 
If given good pasturage, a good 


feed of bran slop and a light feed of 
corn daily a very rapid gain can be se 
oared. 


There are several advantages in feed 


ing early One is that generally a bettei 
gain in prpoortion to the amount of feed 
supplied can be secured early or later in 
th« season 
Then by having them in ,. 


good condition early in the season i 
much better opportunity is afforded of 
taking advantage of the market 


But it is best not to feed too mu< h 


corn at ouce, but after they once git on 
full feed they should bo pushed iloiift 
as r.ipully as possible, and full f<ediii_
